Downed Anti-Trust Bill 
Senator Merton told of the anti­ 
trust bill in the state senate in 1903, 
his first term. 
He showed how lum­ 
ber prices were controlled and boost­ 
ed to three and four times the value

quick separation of pearls and sings 


from the meat of the clams. 
A fter 
the clams have been opened and the 
shells thrown into a heap, it is a slow 
process hunting through the meat to 
get the pearls and slugs. 
Mr. Windau 
claims for the device that it will be 
possible to do in one hour what has 
heretofore required ten 
hours, 
and 
that the work 
is done much more 
thoroughly, 
many small 
pearls 
and 
slugs being saved that under the old 
process of hand picking would not 
have been noticed. 
Th e device consists f an outer can 
with a capacity of about twenty gal­ 
lons. 
Inside of this is a smaller can 
with a sieve bottom elevated about an 
inch. 
T h e meshes of the sieve are 
half an inch across. 
Inside the inner 
can is an arrangement much like the 
dasher of an ice cream freezer, with a 
turning handle extending through the 
top cover. 
W hen it is desired to sep­ 
arate the slugs and pearls from the 
clam meat the clam meat is poured 
into the inner can and water added. 
The dasher is then set to turning and 
kept revolving for about ten minutes 
until the w hole interior mass has been 
thoroughly stirred up. 
T h e pearls and 
slugs will thus become separated from 
the meat, and, being heavier, will nat­ 
urally sink to the bottom and pass 
through the half inch meshes o f the 
sieve into the outer kettle. 
T h e inner 
kettle is then lifted out and the liquid 
in the outer kettle passed through a 
fine sieve, with 
the result that the 
pearls and slugs are left in the sieve. 
In a test with the meat from about a 
bushel of clams about a hundred slugs 
were washed out.
